While detailed data in considerable 
volume has been eliminated from the 
various departmental reports, the 
facts are on file at the office of the 
city clerk and citizens are welcome 
at all tumes to view the records. 


In brief, the report contains an 
analysis of activities and expendi- 
tures of the various departments for 
the fiscal year.

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Mayor’s Message To City Council 


To the Members of the Honorable Council: 
Gentlemen: 


As we start the second half of our elective terms of office 
we are faced, as of this moment, with a year of uncertainty— 
a year of dangerously rising costs, one which will have a tell- 
ing financial effect on the operation of the City Government. 


There is now no visible possibility of inflationary prices 
being curbed—the suggestion of government officials that 
wage-price controls be held on a voluntary honor system will 
not work, in my opinion. Unless rigid controls of a war basis 
nature are established soon the continuance of run-away prices 
as we are now obvious of, may result in even higher costs than 
we can anticipate or that we know now exists. For this reason 
I respectfully request that you consider carefully the recom- 
mendations I will propose to you. 


First, there should be no bond issue this year for I do not 
believe there is a project of such dire necessity that it cannot 
wait until conditions are stabilized and more favorable—it 
would be unbusinesslike to issue bonds at the present high 
costs for aside from the interest involved, the City, in the 
years ahead, would have to meet its obligations when the dollar 
value may be worth much more than it is now. 


On the other hand we and the people whom we represent 
realize that the City is growing and that it is impossible to re- 
main at a standstill—this growth demands more services and 
also requires that we move forward carefully by planning for 
the future needs of the City as far as we can reasonably fore- 
see and afford. 


To work on this basis and to meet the higher costs of sal- 
aries, maintenance, fuel, repairs etc. we can no longer hold the 
tax rate in its present vicinity. Much as you and I would like 
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to do this it is impossible and inevitable. The recent granting 
and deserved $5.00 weekly increase in salaries to all full-time 
employees means over $138,000 more than last year for this 
alone. In addition, and on a planned pay-as-you-go basis the 
Water Commissioners, at a recent meeting, voted to extend the 
water mains on the three main roads of the City, namely Main, 
West High and Green Streets. This year the proposal is to 
complete the water system on Main Street to the last residence 
this side of Crockett’s crossing and to continue the extension 
on West High Street to a point just passed Tate’s Brook. This 
will cost in the vicinity of $10,000. 


Next year it is planned to expend a somewhat like amount 
of money for another stretch of West High Street and some 
extension on Green Street. The Commission feels that in a 
very few years the extensions on these streets will be complete 
and will provide water to the present residents who have been 
without this service these many years as well as to expected 
new home-owners. 


In a few weeks a meeting of the Special Committee of the 
proposed new school will be called to decide on a definite loca- 
tion and to discuss future plans as to construction. A possible 
delay in the construction recommendation is expected in view 
of the present costs but I will submit to the committee for its 
opinion the possibility of buying the land this year. This sug- 
gestion has a two-fold purpose—first, in the clearing of titles 
etc. much valuable time could be saved. Secondly, when the 
City owns the land some filling could probably be done by the 
Highway Department resulting in some financial savings. I 
have the utmost confidence in the ability and integrity of this 
committee and feel that their decision will be carefully arrived 
at. I believe it is your duty to attend this meeting to famil- 
larize yourselves with the problems the Committee will dis- 
cuss. 


I also recommend the adoption of an ordinance authorizing 
the election of a City Engineer, officially registered as such. 
Numerous times in the course of a year the advice and services 
of an engineer are needed—I can see many projects in the 
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immediate future which will require such services. Expert ad- 
vice in the construction of sewers, water or roads can eliminate 
costly mistakes. 


For compensation, a small yearly salary could be author- 
ized—when and if his services amount to more than his salary 
the differences could be adjusted by the Council in and for that 
particular year. We have discussed before the enactment of 
zoning laws to safeguard the real estate values of property | 
owners and in some cases threats to the health and safety of 
the community—no modern City should operate without these 
protective restrictions on their books—I plan, with your per- 
mission, to proceed immediately with the organization of such 
a Board. With considerable detailed data necessary, to be ob- 
tained through numerous surveys, a workable zoning set-up 
will require long hours of work therefore it must be expected 
that the Secretary of the Board be compensated for the first 
year at least. 


I strongly recommend the enrollment of City employees 
not now covered by State Retirement Plans in the Social Secur- 
ity Act as soon as this becomes available to New Hampshire 
communities. 


These recommendations, if adopted, will cost money to 
the taxpayers but I sincerely believe them to be sound, con- 
structive and to the best interests of our growing City—you 
Gentlemen, already experienced in the management of City af- 
fairs realize that in addition to what I have proposed we will 
be faced with countless requests for more and more services 
all of which cannot be granted in any one year—I trust on 
your experience and courage to deal with these problems in a 
businesslike way.

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PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library: 
Gentlemen: 


The annual report for the year 1951 is herewith present- 
ed. 


The work in the Library has progressed satisfactorily, not 
only in the number of new books accessioned, and the number 
of books loaned for home use, but in the increase in the use 
of reference books. 


Reference work has been a particularly large part of the 
duties of the year. Pupils in local schools were more active than 
in previous years, asking for material for debates, book re- 
ports, oral themes, prize speaking and other assignments. They 
were constantly consulting reference books in the Library, thus 
proving that work in the schools and Library is closely re- 
lated. 


Much attention was given to the selection of new books 
which were added every month. Until the last few years our 
library collection had been predominately fiction, with emphasis 
on light romances, western, adventure and mystery stories. 


People who used the Library seemed to favor this type 
of reading material. During the past three years emphasis 
has been placed on more substantial fiction, and more non- 
fiction has been purchased. Many patrons have commented 
favorably on selections in non-fiction and the number of re- 
quests for books on special subjects has increased which may 
be attributed, in part at least, to the variety of subjects avail- 
able. 


We must always turn to books to obtain certain types of 
information and “nothing will ever take the place of books.” 


Twenty-five magazines were received by subscription; Rev. 
J. F. Happny gave a subscription to “America, National 
Catholic Weekly Review;” the Somersworth Free Press and 
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Foster’s Daily Democrat were received as gifts, also about 
twenty-five trade publications. The Somersworth Free Press 
provided book-marks. The Hilltop Echo was a gift from the 
S. H. S. seniors; gift books were received from Mr. Michael 
O’Malley; six “Eugene Weeden scrap-books” were presented by 
Mr. Edward Weeden; catalog cards were made for most of the 
local history and events of interest contained in these six 


volumes.

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit to you the report of the Water De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1951. 


The main accomplishment of the Department was the ac- 
ceptance of the recommendation by Mayor St. Laurent in his 
inaugural address, to change from the old system of bond is- 
sues to a pay as you go policy in this department. The past 
year has seen this policy adopted, resulting in the following 
addition to our system. 


Extensions to mains on Main St.—2328 feet of 6 in. pipe. 

Addition of four hydrants, Main St. 

Addition of six house services, Main St. 

Extension of 258 feet of 6 in. pipe—i hydrant, Indigo Hill Rd. 

Addition of 1 house service, Indigo Hill Rd. 

Extension of 128 feet of 6 in. pipe, West High St. 

Addition of 3 house services, West High St, 

Purchase of 2000 feet of 8 in. pipe for the extension of the 
mains on West High St. 


These extensions, additions of Hydrants and the balance 
of pipe on hand has been paid for this year from the profits 
of the Department replacing the system of bonding and added 
expense of high interest rates. With the added compensation 
and high cost of supplies we have been able to reduce the reg- 
ular departmental expenditures from $29,394.62 to $28,380.19 
approximately $1,014.43 and also reduce the bond issue of 
$61,000 to $51,000 a reduction of $10,000.00. 


The consumption of water the past year shows a decrease 
over the previous to a normal season with much rainfall also 
the discontinuance of the wading pool at the Playgrounds due 
to the Polio threat to the Community and also the watering 
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of the baseball and football fields was discontinued with the 
arrival of the wet season. 


All Hydrants were flushed in the Spring and Fall which 
assists greatly in keeping the mains of the City cleaned.

New Meters Installed 30 


Repairs to Hydrants were made on Mt. Auburn, West 
Green, Orange, Mt. Vernon, Green and Market Streets. 


In a previous report much concern was made of the con- 
dition of the wells in regard to the water level and the condi- 
tion of the pumps and wells in general. On the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. David R. Smith, Engineer on Water Supply the 
gravel wall wells and strater were cleaned with the use of air 
and solvents increasing the production approximately 50 gal- 
lons per minute, and recommendations were made by the En- 
gineer that this be done periodically. 


The analysis of the water is made monthly by the State 
Board of Health from samples from the various parts of the 
City and reports received are very favorable and the water :s 
pronounced as “Very Good” in their monthly reports. 


The following is the comparative Balance Sheet and Com- 
parative Statement of Operations as submitted to the Public 
Service Commission.
